Ernesto Natiello, the di- 
rector, was struek down as he took his 
place. At the hospital he cried in his 
half-delirium :

Dies in Toyshop. 

The first violinist, Walter Uhl.

A valiant fight was made against 
the bill by southern representa- 
tives in congress, who pitched their 
argument mainly upon the theory 
that the practice of lynching had

A charity organisation that cvreates 
capital and has actually added to the 
wealth of Atlanta over $3,000,000 
since its inception, seems on its face 


to be a contradiction of facts. Yet 
a glance at the figures given out by 
Miss Edith Thomson, general secre- 
tary of the Associated Charities of 
Atlanta, proves that this statement 
is, correct and in nowise exaggerated. 


Miss Thomson states that since the 
association was organized in 1905, a 
total of 13,575 families (including 2,- 


808 transients) bad been served up 
to the close of 1921. At that time, 
12,708 of these cases had been closed, 
meaning that those still residents of 
Atlanta are now self-supporting or 

rmanently cared for. Estimating 
he cash value of this work to At- 
lanta, Miss Thomson points out that 
fully 50 per cent of the cases closed 
have been restored to an earning ca- 
pacity of at least $500 a year, which 
in many instances is an extremely 
conservative estimate. The total con- 
tribution to Atlanta from this work 
would be then, $3,199,500 by Decem- 
ber 31. 1921.

“As a matter of fact,” said Miss 
Thomson, “of all the money which is 
generously contributed each year by 


the people of Atlanta towards the’ 
support of the Associated Charities, 
less than half goes to relief work. 
Where immediate relief from dire 
want is necessary, we furnish the 
necessary food and clothing, of course. 
But we do not stop there. We con- 
sider it of first importance that such 
needy families should be fully re- 
stored to a normal condition, beyond 
danger of becoming wards of the pub- 
lic, and fitted to take their places 
as helpful citizens of the city. 

“To accomplish such an aim. we 
maintain a staff of workers whose 
duty it is to stay with each case 
until it is finally and satisfactorily 
disposed of. We send the potential 
wage carners to piaces where they 
can secure work; we find out if medi- 
eal or dental assistance is required, 
and if so, aid in uring the neces- 
sary assistance through some local 
clinic or society; we see to it that 
the children ate put in school and 
kept there, provided with the neces 
sary clothing and books; we inspire 
the mother to better her home condi- 
tions and make them bright and com- 
fortable and inviting to the fam- 
ily; in every way, or workers seek 
fo bring about normal family rela- 
ionships and a b ul and hope- 
ful outlook on life.

ful and they are not prepared to 
perform, to send or carry the pa- 
tient to a specialist. 


If one of the college graduates 
were to come out here, or go any- 


where else in the county to practice 
medicine, he would have to do the 
same thing; because he could not 
afford to equip his office with in- 
struments’ and conveniences that 
such work demands.

sive, business cotton farmers of the 
delta count the weevil as only one 
of the problems that every successful 
business must encounter, and they 
are making as much, and in many in- 
stances more, cotton on a given area 
than ever before under normal crop 
conditions. 


There are not so many large planta- 
tions as in the old days. Excess hold- 
ings have, to a large extent, been sub- 
divided and sold off to small farmers. 
Improved methods have enabled the 
good, industrious planters to diversify 
their crops. 


The boll weevil, in the meantime, 
has taught those planters who have 
made farming a business to intensify 
their cultural operations; to cut down 
their cotton acreage and to farm 
smaller areas better than before, and | 
to plant the remainder of their fields 
in feed and food, and in perishables 
for the domestic markets. 


BUSINESS METHODS 
AND HARD WORK. 


Perhaps no group of farmers in the 
entire cotton belt have learned the 
lesson of making cotton only a sur- 
plus, or a money crop, as have those 
of the Mississippi delta who realiy 
count as sure enough farmers in their 
crop operations. As in all sections 
of the belt, whether in the black 
zones or in the white; whether in the 
valleys or in the uplands: whether ia 
the warm areas or in the cold—the 
one fact stands out that no person 
makes cotton successfully, or grows 
any other farm product uniformly 
successful, who does not apply busi- 
ness methods, system, brains, mus- 
cle and grit to his operations. 

There is no place in the cotton belt 
today where the lazy, hit-or-miss, in- 
ifferent, improvident, carelgss, run- 
dee “so-called farmer has - mastered 


the Beaweevil. Such a type never 
ie 

- But the fact remains that the pro- 
gressive farmers of the Mississippi 
delta, literally run over by weevils 
each year as they are, are making 
more cotton to the acre today, all 
other crop growing conditions being 
normal, than befor nd without 
any change in their old methods of 


economy, but I cultivated the cotten 
industriously, and kept on cultivating 
it until picking time. 

“In the meantime 1 prepared fur 
dusting, bought a cart duster and gut 
a necessary supply of calcium arse- 
nate in advance so that I would be 
prepared. On, account of weather 
conditions infestation started early 
and it seemed to me like it was coin- 
plete before I knew it. In the long 
staple field I began dusting on July 

5 and between then and August 5 J 
dusted four times. There were not 
even any blooms when I began to 
dust. When I made the last applica- 
tion on August 5 the weevils were un- 
der absolute control and it was not 
necessary to dust again. 

“On the three-acre field where my 
yield: was one bale an acre I dustei 
on the same dates. Infestation was 
even more complete in that field, but 
being a sntall field I more intensely 
cultivated it, and the yield shows the 
result—a bale an acre. It was a 
grade better land, but my fertilizer 
application was practically the same. 
It shows the necessity for intense cul- 
tivation. 

“In tne i4-acre tract, from which 
I ginned 8 bales, there were only 
three applications. 

“My dusting cost was exactly $1.59 
an acre total—so you can see there 
is only a nominal expense ‘attached 
to that feature of the operation, and 
it is necessary where infestation is 
heavy to co-ordinate that operation 
with intensive cultural methods. 

“The boll weevil gives me slight 
concern, I-know I can handle him, 
and they were more prolific last year 
than I ever saw them before. Just 
give me good crop seasons and I’ll 
make more cotton on the same acre- 
age than I did before the weevil, be- 
cause the hard, fast, intensive pro- 
gram of cultivation will naturally 
make more cotton than under the old 
methods. Again I plant an early va- 
riety, get the seed in as quickly as is 
safe, and push my cotton, knowing 
that it is necessary. In meeting a 
necessity, therefore, I really make a 
dividend upon what might be con- 
ceived an adversity.” 

BALE TO THE ACRE 
IN SPITE OF WEEVILS. 

I will have space for only one more 
dirt farmer’s experience in this ar- 
ticle, and that I shall also illustrate 
with a photograph visualizing a 
striking example of weevil control, 


farming except to farm faster and 
better than they ever did, in order: 
to beat the weevil at his game. That, | 
I find, is the secret of boll weevil 
control in Texas. It is the secret 
here in the delta. 

Let's get right down to the actual 
methods and experiences a few 
more dirt farmers, who raise cotton 
commercially, and who furnish strik- 
ing examples of “successful cotton 
growing under boll weevil conditions.” 

I will select, for instance, John C. 
Fortner, at Madison parish. He is 
a substantial general farmer, and 
raises cotton purely as a money cron. 
He is not a large planter, but just a 
plain, every-day type of hard work- 
ing farmer that we run across any 
day on any road throughout the cot- 
ton belt, whether in Georgia or Ala- 
bama, or the Carolinas. His land is 
upland, and is not .rich as are 
many of the big plantations in the 
delta proper. 

In 1921, with general crop condi- 
tions abnormally bad in his section, 
and with weevils swarming, following 
a wet and humid spring and early 
summer, he made 19 bales of cotton 
on approximately 32 acres. Bight 
bales of this, from a 15-acre field, was 
long staple. 

On another three-acre field, com- 
pletely surrounded by woods, with in- 
festation fully 90 per cent even before 
the cotton began to bloom, he made 
three bales, or a net yield of one bale 
an acre. 

On another 14-acre field, where 
practically no cotton had been made 
in 1920, due to weevil infestation, he 
made 8 bales.

Hobson and Fricke, at Mounds, 
La., are general farmers, stock grow- 
ers, merchants, etc. They raise per- 
haps less cotton than anything else, 
but they know how to raise cotton in 
wpite of the boll weevil. To illustrate 
from one field of express cotton, with 
infestation heavy even before the 
squares began to form, they picked 
an average of 1,500 pounds of seed 
cotton per acre—or a bale of lint an 


acre. 
They followed the rule I have found 
to be absolutely effective in boll weevil 
control. They prepared their seed 
bed to grow more cotton than ever 
before, fertilized reasonably heavy, 
planted an early variety, as indicated. 
and then cultivated it fast and furi- 
ously and kept on cultivating it right 
up to the time when the boll weevil 
was beaten to his stand. 
“Infestation was greater in 1921 
than I had ever seen before. We pre- 
pared for dusting and on this 22 
acres found it necessary throughout 
the season to apply four dustings. 
“By this we held the infestation 
down while we made the cotton with 
our cultivators. Dusting on the 22 
acres only cost us J. Of course, a 
bale an acre is not so bad. We were 
satisfied. It can only be done, how- 
ever, by applying method to the farm- 
ing, working hard—and by intensive 
cultivation. You must keep ahead of 
the boll weevil and the cultivator, and 
when necessary an application of cal- 
cium arsenate is the only thing that 
will do it. There is nothing mys- 
terious about it. There are no new 
fangled schemes. We grow cotton 
like they grew it in pre-weevil days 
except we grow it a great deal faster, 
and a great deal better, getting more 
- hey to the acre by earnest cultiva- 
on.

The Times-Recorder publishes some 
extracts from his letters as follows- 


“Brussels is just a miniature edi- 
tion of Paris, a big, modern up-to- 


date city, slightly toned down and 
minus a few of the bright Ifghts. 
The country districts are very dense- 
ly populated, next to England, the 
densest in the world, with the out- 
standing features a noticeable flat- 
ness and an intensive cultivation. 

“The American moving picture 
was in evidence in Brussels by a 
large majority. It was literally in- 
fested with them. I saw Thomas 
Meighan and the weekly news reel 
was almost entirely about the Wash- 
ington conference. Of course the 
printing was entirely in French or 
Flemish so I had to frantically ski 
about getting what words I could. 
Just as our picture used to do at 
home, they stop between each reel 
and switch on the lights for a few 
nrinutes. 


“If any girl ever wants to get a 
trousseau, Brussels is the place for 


her to go and do her shopping. It 
is all right for them to lead the 
world in linen and lace, but why 
they should turn every bit of it into 
women’s underwear and put up a 
shop on every corner, I can’t under- 
stand. It reminded me of cigar 
stores at home. 


Superior to French. 
“Now about the Belgian people. I 
like them fine. They are a mixture 


of French and Flemish. The former 
is the predominating influence but 
the Flemish blood gives them a 
foundation and fineness that you 
don’t see in a Frenchman's face, I 
think they are really superior to 
the French as a race. e men 
are better looking, finer, a more 
wholesome type of manhood. And 
the women? Oh, la, la. They have 
undoubtedly better looking and bet- 
ter dressed women in Brussels than 
any place I have seen outside of the 
United States. They are natural, 
too,. and dressed in splendid taste 
and haven't the painted, artificial 
look of most of the French women. 


“The whole population is on a 
much higher level of civilization 


than the people from the lower 
European countries. They do not 
beg from the English and American 
tourists as they do in other Euro- 
pean countries, but are very polite, 
decent and kind. 


“I had a mistaken idea about Bel- 
glum and I think you have. I 


thought before I came that I would 
find a country broken in spirit, 
broken in industry, with no money, 
destitute, devastated and starving. 
That may be true around Ypres and 
a small portion of Belgium, but 
— could be more foreign to 
Brussels and that part. The people 
are an industrious, fast moving. 
hard working, well dressed lot. Not 
one beggar—not one—not one sol- 
dier—not one—did I see on the 
streets. 


High Prices in Holland. 7 
“My first experience with Holland 
was in trying to get through the 
frontier on my Holland passport. 
They asked us enough questions and 
got enough of our history to guar- 
antee a perfect life residence instead 
of a two days’ stay. They are a 
slow and stubborn lot. 
„1 must admit that my impres- 
sions of Holland have been some- 


what unfavorable on account of the 
high cost of living here. It is the 
most expensive country as a whole 
in the world today. Eggs are 26 
cents each, butter $1 a pound and 
everything else in proportion. The 
comparison is so marked by the ten- 
dency of low money value in all 
the surrounding countries that the 
change from one extreme to the 
other just takes your breath. I had 
a couple of sandwiches and a cup 
of cocoa at the first railway station 
in Holland and it cost me as much 
as a whole day’s room and board in 
Brussels. The gelder is some little 
coin and demands respect. 
War Paid Profits. 

“The country made a world of 

money out of the war and is rather 


up-to-date. We stayed in a room 
with running water, electric lights 
and steam heat, a combination rare- 
ly found in Europe outside the most 
exclusive places. 

“The people are marvelous lin- 
guists. Nearly all speak Dutch and 
German, a large number Dutch and 
English and many speak English, 
German, French and Dutch. 


“The first thing I did in Holland 
was to run into the arms of the po- 


lice. They nabbed us and overpow- 
ered us with a shower of Dutch that 
had us stopped. After staring blank- 
ly at the cops’ frantic gestures and 
vainly wondering what we had done 
it suddenly dawned on us that we 
were walking on the left hand side 
of the walk and butting into the 
crowd that was keeping to their 
right.

Cheaper to Pay Tiger Fines 
Than Run Licensed Saloons 


The current issue of The Christian 
Index bas the following, in which the 
position is taken that under existing 
conditions it is cheaper to own a ‘= 
tiger in Atlanta than it was to r- 
ate a saloon under the high license 
system. The Christian Index says: 


“An examination by a lawyer of 
the records of the Atlanta criminal 
court for the month of December, 
1921, reveals the following alarm- 
ing facts:

“Here we have a total of 155 
cases in Atlanta in one month of 
violations of the prohibition law 
and out of that number seven were 
punished. - aside from being fined 
average amounts less than the old 
license system for thirty days. 

“Now,. we have been tearing our 
hair about lawlessness and leveling 
our attacks on the policemen, sher- 
iffs and other arresting officers for 
not detecting this crime—that has 
been the attitude of the public. But 
how are we to expect policemen to 
stop lawlessness when the criminals 
are turned loose by the courts with 
what. almost amounts to a com- 
mendation of the progress they are 
making in their assault on the laws 
of the land? 

“A man remarked a few days ago 
that it is cheaper to run a blind 
tiger in Atlanta and be brought be- 
fore the courts every month than 
it was to pay the open bar license 
under the old system. 

‘The judges are largely to blame 
for this situation. When the judges

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For the boy of 13 or 14 years or 
older, wrestling is not too strenuous 
an exercise if indulged in sensibly. 
For the beginner, five minutes on the 
mat at one time is sufficient. 

The “referee’s hold,” which usual- 
ly starts a catch-as-cateh-can wres- 
tling match, is illustrated on the left 
side of the picture printed with this 
article. In this sition neither 
wrestler has the advantage. It is 
merely a starting point. 

The wrestlers stand about four feet 
apart with legs spread to get a good 
brace. Both feet are firm and flat on 
the floor. One wrestler places his 
right band on the other’s neck, and 
with his left takes hold of his oppon- 
ent’s right upper arm. The other 
wrestler grasps his opponent’s neck 
with his right hand, and with his 
left takes hold of the other’s right 
upper arm. They lean forward with 
heads together. 


Unbalance Your Opponent. 


In this position you should try to 
get your opponent off balance so that 
he falls to the floor. One of the best 
ways of doing this is to encourage him 
to push hard against you, by shov- 
ing and pushing him around yourself, 
being careful, however, never to as- 
sume any unbalanced position your- 
self. Then, when he gives a hard 
shove against you, instead of resist- 
ing, pull him toward you and then 
down, and step aside quickly. He 
will fall forward on his hands and 
knees, : 

But be very, very careful that in 
pushing the other man around you do 
not unbalance yourself, Never cross 
your Jegs and do not lean too far for- 
ward or to either side. 

When your opponent crouches be- 
fore you waiting for a chance to at- 
tack, he may try one of the clever 
mat stunts to catch you off your 
guard, Lou, too, might try it on 
him. Here's how: 

Pretend that you are about to dive 


at his head. Make the dive. But in- 
stead of grabbing his head, drop down 
and get a firm hold on his knees. 
Then, acting swiftly so that he has 
no opportunity to try a break, jerk 
your opponent’s legs- forward. You 
know the result. He will fall back- 
ward. 
How to Avoid the Attack. 

But how can you protect yourself if 
your opponent should try this feint 
on you? 

When you see that he is going to 
dive for your knees, kick back your 
legs with a movement just as quick as 
his, or qyicker. Get your legs out 
of his reach. e 

He will be stooped over. Throw 
yourself forward, placing your hands 
on his back. Put all your weight on 
top of him. This position is shown 
by the figures on the right side of 
our picture. Force him to his hands 
and knees. You’Jl be on top and 
have the advantage. 

When you do get your man down 
use your weight to help keep him 
there. If you are so unfortunate as to 
be the under man, don’t lie still on 
the mat. Move around, squirm, as 
much as possible. If you lie still the 
position and the force of your oppon- 
ent’s weight will tire you.

Lenine to Remain 
Leader of Russia, 
Asserts Skeyhill 


Soldier-Poet Says People 
Are Afraid of Getting 
Something Worse. 


“Communism in Russia will go, but 
the present government will stay,” 

om Skeyhill, Australian soldier- -poet, 
of war-tim efame, speaking on “Russia 
of Today 5 declared in an address at 
St. Mark’ s Methodist church Sunday 
morning 

Mr. *Skeyhill entered Russia dis- 
guised as a Swedish electrical en- 

gineer. He visited the principal cities 
of the country, many of the villages, 
met the workmen, the peasants, the 
soldiers and members of the intelli- 
gentia. 

“I saw commuuism with the id 
off,” he said. “I was haunted by the 
gaunt specter of famine wherever I 
went. 

“There was a great shortage of ag- 
ricultural and industrial machinery, 
as the result of the war and the 
blockade. Consequently, there was a 
terrible shortage of food and fuel, 
which was accentuated by the ram- 
shackle state of, transportation. 
There was much dinease on account of 
malnutrition, cold and shortage of 
medical supplies. The people were 
erying out for life itself. 

“Communism is only one of the 
many factors that has brought Rus- 
sia where she is today,” he continued. 
“War, revolution and the blockade all 
contributed.“ 

Mr. Skeyhill asserted that the bol- 
shevik government is very thoroughly 
intrenched, and will last a long time. 
He said it stays in power because it 
is organized and its opponents are not; 
because the peple are afraid of getting 
something worse if they overthrow it; 
because Lenine has safeguarded, in 
the main, though not in detail, the 
fruits of the revolution. 

“Communism is.a great social ex- 
periment, and it will fail,” declared 
the speaker. Not becaus Lenine is 
dishonest, for he is not. Not because 
he is illiterate, for he is not. Not be- 
cause heis bloodthirsty, but because 
communism is incompatible with the 
selfishness of human nature. m- 
munism will go, but the present gov- | 
ernment will stay. Russia will move 
to the right. the ‘world to the left and 
the two will meet.” 

Mr. Skeyhill came out of Russia 
last March. He left Atlanta last 
night for New Orleans, where he will 
lecture.
